Omb of the BnrpriMiug features uf 
the New York lostitation, that 
never fails to excite the wonder and 
a^Jmiration of people who hear, is 
the military liand composed of 
pupils of the school. Generally 
there is much iucredality coooeroing 
the deifueMS of the boys who make 
the music. It is Ixtyond the com- 
prebeosiou of the average person 
how a deaf boy can be taught to play 
on any musical Instrument with any 
degree of nnco<^. Bat there is no 
gaiofiaying the fact that it is done, 
not alone by a single Individual, 
but by a group, whose p«tformaoce9 
are said to be in perfect time and 
harmony. 

Many of these boys possess a 
latent sense of bearing, but in most 
cases it so nearly approximates 
total deafness that aa a guiding 
sense in the aotjuirement of the 
ability to produce good masic it is 
of little value. This scant advan 
tas^e, however, improves as time goes 
by. There seems to be something 
in the vibrations of music that 
exercises the nerves of audition and 
vitalizes them, so that eventually a 
ttuy who was classified at the outset 
as practically devoid of hearing, 
becomes what is usually terine*} 
•' very hard of bearing." That is 
astageinthe progreasive develop- 
ment of the seiMe of hearing that is 
utilized to the otmost.

Dr. Edward Miuer Galiaudet, 
founder of Galiaudet College, for 
fifty-three years active president 
of the Columbian Institution, and 
the foremost advocate of deaf-mute 
education iu the country, yesterday 
afternoon received formal notice that 
his resignation as president of tlie 
Institution had been regretfully ac- 
cepted by the Board of Trixstees, the 
resignation to take place in June, at 
the termination of the present ses- 
sion. The Board's choice for Dr. 
Galiaudet' s successor fell upon Prof. 
Percival Hall, who had accepted the 
honor. 

The occasion was the Forty-sixth 
Anniversary of Galiaudet College, 
and the formal presentation of the 
Class of 191 o to the Board for de- 
gress. 

Dr. Galiaudet has taken a lifelong 
interest in the education of deaf- 
mutes, his father, the late Thomas 
Hopkins Galiaudet, of Hartford, 
Ct. , having beeu the originator of 
the system in America. Dr. 
Galiaudet started the present college 
in 1864, in what was then the Ken- 
dall School, a project of Amos R. 
Kendall, situated in northeast 
Washington, now Kendall Greeu. 
From an humble beginning Dr. 
Galiaudet built up the present edu- 
cational institution that is doing 
such remarkable work toward up- 
lifting young men and women phy- 
sically incapable of obtaining a 
higher education in the ordinary 
schools and colleges. The Doctor is 
venerated by the deaf all over the 
civilized world, and loved as a fa- 
ther by the generations of students 
who have passed through the col- 
lege . The notice of his resignation 
came like a t>ombshell in the midst 
of the Presentation exercises. It 
was know that the Doctor has suffer- 
ed much of late with poor health, 
and that the active management of 
the Columbian Institution was tax- 
ing his strength to the utmost. 
However, such a permanent fixture 
did he seem that there was a gener- 
al refusal to anticipate his retirement. 
At the earnest request of the Board 
Dr. Galiaudet will remain on the 
faculty for one more year. 

The selection of Prof. Hall to 
succeed Dr. Galiaudet next Sep- 
tember met with in.stant and hearty 
approval among the .students. Prof. 
Hall completed the Normal course in 
Galiaudet College in 1893, teaching 
for a short time in New York, then 
accepting the chair of Applied Mathe- 
matics and Pedagogy in the college. 
He is president of the Harvard Club 
in Washington, and very popular, 
especially among the younger gene- 
ration. His ability to take up and 
carry on the work of Dr. Galiaudet 
is unquestioned. 

The Presentation exerci.ses were 
conducted under the jnost favorable 
auspices of recent years. The 
weather was ideal, and the College 
chapel crowded with friends and re- 
latives of thehonorees, and profu.sely 
decorated with palms, presented an 
inspiring sight. The class is a large 
one and compares favorably with 
previous classes. 

Perhajis the most pleasing and, if 
we consider it from the standpoint 
of the visitors, the most novel fea- 
ture of the exercises was the de- 
livery of orations by four repre- 
sentatives of the class. Three of 
these were in the graceful language 
of the deaf, the fourth being spoken 
in a surprisingly accurate voice. 
Miss Marry J. Gillman, of Kan-sas, 
was first, with a very creditable re- 
view as Wordsworth as the Poet of 
Nature, her signs being interpreted 
by Miss Klizaljeth Peet, of the fa- 
culty. There is something appeal- 
ing in her closing words: "It is 
.said that not many appreciate Words- 
worth, but in the heart of a retiring 
and lonely worshipper of Nature! 
this author creates a feeling of peace, 
a calm happiness, and an added re- 1 
verence for the things for which 
tbeir hearts t>eat in unison." 

"The Fiction of To-day" was 
spoken by Mi.ss Alice Nicholson, of 
Florida, interpreted into the sign 
language by Dr. Ely. .Mi.ss Nichol- 
son is fortunate in having a clear

Bierv's own name, and that ho is 
drawing from it for his own beneHt. 

They state thai t>n March v4th, 
the defendant, b,v making (hem 
believe in the sign language that 
their signatures were lu'cessary to a 
document he had in hand to com- 
plete the Mtihlenberg Clollege trans- 
action, secured fiom (hem fraw 
dulenily a deed in fee simple for all 
(he rest of their property.

Itia proposed to create a memoilal 
to tbe late Rev. Thomaa QalUudet, 
D.D,, by tbe erection of a Pariab 
liutldjug for St. Aou'a Cbureh for 
Duaf-Mutes. The present Cburoh 
is Hitiiated on 148tb Street, Just west 
of Aiuuterdain Avenue, and la bqiU 
8ome twenty-five feet back from tbe 
line of the street to pertoit theereo- 
tion of BUQb a building as abovs 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to tbe cburoh edidceand be a eeuter 
of religious aud social life amongpt 
the Milent peoples. Dr. Qallaadet 
hoped during his lifetime to eee lb* 
erection of this building, wbiob 
would have completed the obarob 
with which bis nau-e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to bim that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
tbe deaf-mutes. 

The new building will oocupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flre feet 
along tbe street front and tweoty- 
tive feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
»ud will be used for the social, re- 
ligious aud industrial needs of tbe 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
auiount required for " Tbe Galiaa- 

eet Memorial Parish Building" will 
e about 130,000, and tbe building 
itself, in its iK>Bition and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Tbey themselves 
heaitily endorse tbe memorial.
